Perens 8sechl. said he was carried 
to the train by soldiers. Two sixty- 
five-year-old women were leading 
their eighty - six - year - old Mind 
father. 

Many of the refugees said they 
had never spoken Hungarian, only 
the Croat dialect. 

Scores of the refugees said they 
had lived In Jugoslavia thirty or 
forty years. Several showed news¬ 
papermen discharge papers from the 
Jugoslav army. 

IN DEAD OF NIGHT 
There were few who could not 
tell of being hurried away from 
I their homes, some in the dead of 
night, without time to gather their 
personal belongings and valuables 
There were stories, too. of unheated 
trains, lack of food and water 
There were even some who said 
they came afoot all the long dis¬ 
tance.

the slope to the first plateau, about 
one mile inland and 50$ feet above 
sea level. Here in? snow lies fairly 
firm and Is suitable for take-offs on 
trial flights. Higher up on the sum¬ 
mit. which lies 900 feet above sea 
level, the surface Is perfect. 

As soon as the weather clears we 
will make a flight of three or four 
hours’ duration to test the machine 
and wireless, and we will then be 
ready for the Transantarctlc jour¬ 
ney.

SEEMED OFF COURSE 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 9 <AP).—

As a 
guide to the flyers, the Lurllne 
turned on her searchlights, pointed 
upward at 45 degree angles ahead 
and astern, but the officers 
Lieutenant Ulm radioed he ooukl 
not see the ship. 

CALLED ALL STATIONS 
Captain C. A. Berndston. of the 
Lurllne, said today the ship's first 
contact with the Ulm plane was at 
3:37 am.. GM T. (10:37 pm. Mon¬ 
day. RS.T.; 7:17 pm. PST.). The 
take-off from Oakland was at 3:41 
pm.. PST. At that time the plane 
called all stations. When the Lur¬ 
llne responded the plane asked for 
the ship’s position. This was gives, 
placing the liner on her course about 
500 miles from San Francisco. 

Lieutenant Ulm then responded 
that he seemed to be somewhat to 
the south of the Lurllne, and re¬ 
quested a radio compass bearing.

Famous Canadian 
Surgeon Is Dead 


VANCOUVER. Dec 9 iCP>.-Dr. 
John Alexander Leopold Me Alpine, 
sixty-seven, first medical health 
car of Vancouver, died suddenly, 
today.

RAIN SHORTAGE 
HALTS SHIPPING 

Rivers in Kwantung Prov¬ 
ince of China Too Low 
to Navigate 


CANTON. China. Dec. • (CP).— 
Considerable anxiety due to the ab¬ 
sence of rain for several weeks and 
lhe corresponding dropping of the 
water levels of the East, West and 
North Rivers Is being felt by ship¬ 
ping Arms In Canton. 

The water levels of the different i| 
rivers have already receded to such 
zn extent that shipping has been 
rendered practically Impossible, and 
at several places cnly the smallest 
junks and sampans can be navigated 
at low tide. 

During low tide, the upper 
stretches of the West and North 
Rivers above the cities of 8anchow 
and Shangho are of insufficient 
depth to carry even the smaller 
craft. 

On the East River, above the cities 
of Hoyun. Wslchow and Poklo, navi¬ 
gation has come to a standstill—the 
water being leas than one foot deep 
in places. Similar reports of a se¬ 
vere shortage of water have been 
received from various towns situ¬ 
ated on the tributaries of the Pearl 
River. 

Altthcugh the Kwangtung Provin¬ 
cial authorities are engaged in ex¬ 
tensive road-building projects, the 
greater percentage of trade in 
Kwantung Province is transported 
by the rivers that Intersect the prov 
ince. Shipments of goods from Can 
ton are taken as far as possible by 
small steamers, and then transferred 
to Junks for transportation to the 
Anal destinations. 

The various shipping Arms of 
Canton are afraid that, unless there 
is a rise in the various river levels 
within a few days, all communica¬ 
tions by river with the interior dis¬ 
tricts wlU have to be suspended.

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CIVIC AFFAIRS 


It is not symptomatic of sufficient civic 
patriotism that there should be so few candidates 
in thd field this year for municipal honors. The 
situation in this respect does not compare favor¬ 
ably with many previous years. It could well 
have been supposed that when one of the chief 
problems for which a solution is sought is to find 
relief in the taxation imposed on property own¬ 
ers that there would have been a greater desire 
to seek office and help in the solution. The de¬ 
sire, however, Is limited. There is little competi¬ 
tion in prospect for places on the Board of 8chool 
Trustees. 

Possibly the citizens are satisfied with the 
knowledge that such good financial arrange¬ 
ments have been made during the present year 
as to obviate any possibility of an increase in 
taxation for W35. By a process of selling and in¬ 
vestment of sinking funds and the exchange of 
bonds it is possible to take care of the sinking 
fund requirements and leave a substantial sum 
available for current revenue purposes. There will 
be a surplus at the year end. enough to preclude 
the possibility of increased taxation, unless un¬ 
foreseen circumstances arise. This result is due 
to the foresight and financial acumen of Aider- 
man P. R. Brown, chairman of the finance com¬ 
mittee of the City Council. He well deserves the 
thanks of the property owners for the attention 
he has paid to civic finances during the year now 
drawing to an end. His achievement, indeed. Is 
the highlight of actual accomplishment during 
the municipal year. 

The municipal elections of this month, more 
so than for several years past, seem likely to 
prove a matter of routine. The competition is 
not keen, lew meetings will be held; in fact, 
there is something in the nature of apathy in 
the air. That apathy, however, obviously does 
not prevail In connection with Mayor Leeming s 
plana for chric development through the agency 
of a Trade Tourist Development Association. 
That is an organization that has been launched 
with enthusiasm, that is destined to receive sub¬ 
stantial jmpport and that can accomplish most 
satisfactory results. The programme already out- 
Imed shows there has been careful planning. By 
consistent and sustained effoit it can be brought 
to a happy fruition and civic development will 
benefit proportionately.

They seek to create this impression by pointing 
out and dwelling insistently and interminably 
upon certain defects and imperfections which it 
is always easy to discover in any and every 
human Institution. They carefully avoid any 
reference to the fact that the institutions which 
they condemn have proved their value during a 
very long period of time. They next proceed 
to announce their new remedy. This is the 
critical phase of their campaign. It is essential 
to the career of the social reformer that he at¬ 
tract and hold the attention of the public. There 
is nothing quite so disconcerting to the agiUtor 
as to find that he is unable to evoke any re¬ 
sponse from those whom he attacks. ’ It was 
said long ago by a New England sage that con¬ 
troversy equalises fools and wise men—and the 
foqls know it. The agiUtor knows well the ad¬ 
vantage of publicity and the equalizing tendency 
of public controversy and therefore redoubles his 
efforts. 

Our political constitution with all iU alleged 
faulU secures for us all the righU of free speech 
and a free press. The agiUtor and those who 
act with him avail themselves of this right. 
They establish a party organ. IU every chapter 
and verse is devoted exclusively to the task of 
expounding the teneU of their partyi Such pub¬ 
lications have but little space to spare for those 
who do not agree with them. That of course is 
their own affair. Nevertheless,, the aglUtors 
assert what they regard as their right to Invade 
the correspondence columns of the ordinary 
newspapers, and. forgetting that a courtesy has 
been accorded them, are only too ready to de¬ 
nounce the public press with injurious epithets. 
The intolerant spirit of the radical sometimes 
prompU him to treat those who do not agree 
with him as either stupid or dishonest. A great 
English sUtesman once begged some equally In 
tolerant people to think it possible that after all 
they might be mistaken.

doubtedly correct in saying that many matters 
now being discussed in the press and elsewhere 
“in relation to hours of labor, wages, price spreads. 
cosU and profits are exclusively within the 
jurisdiction of Provincial Legislatures.” He does 
not believe that the Dominion Government is 
competent, under the British North America 
Act, to prescribe valid and effective remedies. 
Mr. Cahan. however, should have admitted that 
in the matter of short welghU and measures 
the responsibility belongs to the Dominion, and 
the irony of the situation is that it was thl Chief 
Inspector of Weights and Measures who gave evi¬ 
dence of the failure of some firms to abide by 
Federal laws. In this respect at least the Do¬ 
minion Government can tighten up its authority. 

The Price Spreads Commission has been asked 
by the City Council of Montreal to investigate 
the light, heat and power situation in that city. 
Mr. Cahan very properly points out that this is 
a matter for the Legislature of Quebec which 
has exclusive legislative and administrative 
jurisdiction in the matter. Mr. Cahan admits 
that the constitutional difficulty is not an in¬ 
surmountable one, but he intimates that con¬ 
stitutional changes can only be brought about 
when they have the sanction of public opinion. 
“No Government,” he says, “can subsist in this 
or in any other democratic country that is dis¬ 
posed to condone the use of physical force and 
Intolerant intimidation to effect constitutional 
changes.” 

There is a strict definition of power as be¬ 
tween the Dominion and the provinces. Mr. 
Cahan refers to the fate of the Combines and 
Fair Prices Act of 1919. This was passed by the 
FederAl Parliament following the Oreat War, 
when conditions arose that were deemed detri¬ 
mental to the public interest. A Board of Com¬ 
merce was appointed by which the Act should be 
administered. The legislation was declared by 
the Imperial Privy Council to be ultra vires of 
the Dominion Parliament. In other words, the 
powers sought belong to the provinces. Prob¬ 
ably exactly the same would be found to be the 
case were the Federal Parliament to take action 
on some at least of the evidence now being ad 
duced before the Price 8preads Commission. The 
power to effect the remedies, which will un¬ 
doubtedly be sought, lies In large part with the 
Provincial Legislatures. It is those Legislatures 
which should have instituted inquiries to ascer¬ 
tain what the Price Spreads Commission is de¬ 
termining. 


“Being liverish,” having the blues, the me¬ 
grims. being listless, bear-like and mugwum 
pish, is a disease which apparently did not make 
its appearance until the Nineteenth Century.

Dr. A.T.^Tiirst, an English 
physician, deals with this inspissated blueness 
seriously. His binding, however, according to The 
London Morning Post, is too narrow. He makes 
alcohol the^ arch-vllllan and declares that 
“when Bright Young People look like a total 
eclipse, cocktails have dowsed their glim and 
paralysed their liver cells.” The Morning Post 
opens up a wider vista of causes when it says: 

“Everybody knows how Bertie Wooster, about 
elevenlsh, is wont to totter into the chemist's 
for a draught which bucks up the jolly old cells, 
and, beyond contradiction, some terrible livers 
are native to the bottom of a glass. Yet tee¬ 
totalers, people who are neither Bright nor 
Young, come hot off unscathed; they know 
those dire days which start with a glazed eye and 
wii Irritable tongue, and the feeling that the 
world is a sandbag which has slammed one in 
the neck. And humbly and gloomily they revolve 
the origin of their state, b,ut seldom come at 
certainty. Some believe that high-spiced food 
and overmuch pepper bring disaster, and go in 
search of the salts, and others blame all on the 
east wind, and go to consult the weathercock 
Obviously, more lights'are needed on this ques¬ 
tion of liver, for at present there are many 
theories but no cures except patience—one’s own 
stock and that of friends.” 


De Valera, of Spanish and Irish 
blood, born in the United States, is 
the ruler of the Prce State. In 
other days all the men whose 
names we have mentioned would 
have been called usurpers.

Southern Ireland has not devel¬ 
oped. like Northern Ireland, great 
manufacturing Industries. It Is al¬ 
most exclusively an agricultural 
country, and the big cities of Great 
Britain are the natural markets for 
Its products. Those markets have 
been closed In part as a conse¬ 
quence of the actions of the Free 
SUle government. The free flow of 
Irish livestock into the markets of 
British cities has been stopped. The 
Irish people were never addicted to 
the consumption of beef. They 
found more profit in selling their 
beef to British consumers than in 
consuming it themselves. Today 
there is such a surplus of beef in 
the Free State part of Ireland that 
De Valera has ordered it to be dis¬ 
tributed free to the unemployed 
the producers to be paid out of the 
revenues of the state. But the gov¬ 
ernment allowance to the butchers 
does not meet the cost of produc

COMMISSION LOR 
HIGHWAYS URGED 


Fraser Valley B ea r ds ml Trade 
Critictae Condition of Boads 


ABBOTSFORD. Dec. 9 (CF). — 
Appointment of a highway commis¬ 
sion for British Columbia will be 
urged on the Provincial Govern¬ 
ment by the Associated Boards of 
Trade of the Fraser Valley as the 
result of a decision reached at the 
organization’s quarterly meeting, 
here. 

A committee will study the Pro¬ 
vincial highway situation and pre¬ 
pare a case outlining the neces¬ 
sity and advantages of a commis¬ 
sion. An effort will be made to 
obtain support of all British Co¬ 
lumbia trade bodies. 

The decision followed a general 
discussion of alleged bad condition 
of many roads throughout the prov¬ 
ince and a request from the Ver¬ 
non Board of Trade to support its 
proposal for hard-surfacing the 
highway between Oeoyoos and Van¬ 
couver 

Various speakers declared that, 
despite Increased gasoline tax, in 
creasing Provincial debt and gen¬ 
eral necessity for better roads from 
the standpoint of both farmer and 
tourist, highways were gradually be¬ 
coming worse. 

Oeneral opinion was that. In order 
to eliminate politics in serving the 
province with better roads, to cut 
down waste and give efficient and 


economical road administration, a 
highway commission is necessary. 
The motion to endorse the commis¬ 
sion wss carried unanimously.

RECKED ON 
ROCKY ISLE 

Passing of Alloway Survivor 
Awakens Some Memories 
in Shipmate 


Incidents connected with the loss 
of the freighter Alloway on the 
grim Aleutian Islands ln February. 
1929. were recalled yesterday by D. 
Me Vie. in telling of the part played 
that occasion by Olen ' Red* 
Oliver, one of the crew at the time 
who died here last Sunday evening 
a* the result of on automobile acci¬ 
dent and was burled on Wednes¬ 
day. 

Mo Vie and Oliver Were shipmates 
on the Alloway. The freighter had 
been sold to Japanese Interests and 
was on her way to Japan for scrap¬ 
ping v. hen she broke down and was 
abandoned near Unimak Pass, the 
crew of thirty-four taking to the 
remain ng boat* after two had been 
smashed in the attempt to launch 
them. 

When the Alloway was ready to 
sail. McVle related, she came to Vic¬ 
toria. where ten members of the 
crew, American citizens, left the 
ship short-handed, refusing to gc 
any farther aboard her. Ten Vic¬ 
torians volunteered to take then: 
places for the passage then and were 
signed on. 

Oetting away at last, trouble 
started almost immediately, the 
steering-gear broke and she took on 
a considerable list. She put into 
Port Angeles, and from there went 
to Seattle -'fter the steering-gear 
had been put right, and loaded 
100,000 feet of lumber which 
straightened her up for the time 
being. 

AS BAD AS EYEK 

__ Off pe lattery. the cargo again 
gave trouble, and the list developed 
as bad a* ever, but the ship con¬ 
tinued on her cou: c. and six days 
ci * the boilers refused to work and 
the engines became useless, the ship 
drifting at the mercy of the weather 
10 the peril, oi the waves 
breaking over the vessel, the water 
tanks were broken in and there 
was no fresh water aboard. 

Drifting for *everal days, early on 
the morning of February 12. 1929, 
Oliver, who was on 4luty at the 
whyel. was sent forward to keep a 
close lookout for land. He was the 
first to spot the breakers, then 
about two miles distant. The cap¬ 
tain ordered the boat* out and told 
the men tn get ready to abandon 
the ship. Oliver was told to go in 
the first boat, and two others, had 
followed him, when the boat went 
to the water with a rush and they 
were spilled out Into the water. 
They managed to get away ln U. 
however. 

Then two more lifeboat* were 
lowered, and both were smashed 
against the sides of the ship, leav¬ 
ing only one remaining boat to carry 
thirty-one men. The boats that got 
away with the crew were adrift 
about five hours, when the Am¬ 
erican Mail Line freighter Montauk, 
Captain Healey, picked them up. 
McVie states they were all wvll nign 
in from exposure, but the Chinese 
crew of the Montauk. who rescued 
them with considerable difficulty, 
also mode everything comfortable 
for them. 

They were landed at Dutch Har¬ 
bor, a. d spent five days in a bunk- 
house there, when they boarded the 
United States coastguard culler 
Chelan, which took them to Seattle, 
from where they were sent to Vic¬ 
toria.
